Greece Keeps Her Soldiers In Crete, bnt 


AsHUtnea 1'nuHlu Attitude. 


Athens, March 8.—The situation of 


affairs here remains grave, although 
there are a few signs that a pacific 
solution of the Cretan crisis is yet 
possible. 


This is more particularly so in the 


case of Greece. It is believed that the 
government is sincere in not desiring 
to start any conflagration which may 
spread far and wide. The gravity of 
the situation is recognized on all sides 
and all those interested seem willing 
to arrive ait * peaceful settlement of 
the difficulties if posible. 


Greece is displaying undiminished 


firmness in her intention to cary out 
at all costs the program which she has 
mapped out for herself in regard to 
Crete, while at the same time support- 
ing the pacific intentions of her ad- 
vi*ors. 


It is stated that Prince 
Mauroeor- 


dalto, the Greek minister at Consta.n- 
itin'ople, has addresftd as note to the 
Turkish government proposing to re- 
call the Greek troops from the fron- 
tiers of Macedonia and Albania if tlio 
Turkish troops near the Greek fron- 
tier 
be simultaneously withdrawn. 


The porte, however, has not shown 
any haste to accde to this proposal. 


Dispatches received here from Thes- 


saly indicate that the wishes of King 
George will be carried out and nothing 
will bo done to needlessly irritate the 
Turks. 


On tlio other hand, a dispatch re- 


ceived 
here 
from Canea states that 


Colonel Vasois, who is in command of 
the Greek army of occupation, as it is 
termed at Athens, lias received at hia 
camp near Plantania instructions from 
King George to be prepared to resist 
coercion to the end. 


Before deciding to land the mixed 


detachment of marines the 
admirals 


parleyed a long time with the Creek 
commodore, Colonel Vassois and the 
Greek vice consul. 
Evasive answers 


were returned 
to the admirals, the 


Greek commodore protesting 
against 


the obstacles which Europe placed in 
the way of his action, and Colonel 
Vassois asserting that -he had no au- 
thority over the insurgents who \vere 
investing at Sclino. 


These replies, coupled with the in- 


sistance of the Greek vice consul that 
he would only consent to go to Selino 
on board a Greek warship and in the 
name of Kins George of Greece, com- 
pelled the foreign admirals, in defer- 
eno* te their instructions, to decide to 
themselves to deliver the imprisoned 
Moslems, even if they had to use force 
against tthe insurgents or the Greeks 
la order to do so. Therefore a detach- 
ment of marines was landed at Selino 
from the foreign warships, and it set 
out forthwith for Candaroo, a distance 
of s»ven miles. 


The Greek vice consul, M. Baraclis, 


•thereupon informed the admiral that 
Xh« Greek overnment declined all re- 
stfbnaibtllty for what might take place.

So did about 
6,000 private citizens who wished to 
catch a glimpse of him. 


Although it has been settled that the 


president is to be a regular attendant 
at Foundry church at Fourteenth and 
G streets, his first church going was 
by special arrangement to hear a ser- 
mon by Bishop \Jphn P.Newman at 
the Metropolitan Methodist church. 


The street in front of the church 


was packed with people two hours be- 
fore the regular time for service, but 
anticipating the crush, only lew pew- 
holders were admitted up to 
10:30. 


Then the crowd was let in gradually 
and filled every 
available foot of 


standing room from a triple row of 
chairs in front of the chancel to the 
back row of the gallery. 


When there was not room for an- 


other 
individual inside the 
front 


doors, the crowd turned to Dr. Tal- 
m'age's church, the First Presbyterian, 
only half a block away, and this also 
was soon filled to the doors, while the 
street in front of both churctes was 
packed from curb to curb. 


The president drove down from the 


White House with Mother McKinley 
and General Osborii. There was a 
double file of policemen at the door 
and these cleared the way for the par- 
ty, which entered the church, Presi- 
dent McKinley supporting his mother 
on his arm. 


A pew had been reserved near the 


front of the church and in this, with 
the president's party, were Secretary 
J. Addison Porter and Mrs. Porter. 
President McKinley bowed his head 
for a, moment after being seated and 
then leaned back in the corner of the 
pew waiting for th service to begin. 


In the pulpit also was Rev. Dr. Man- 


chester oL' Canton, O., President Me- 
Kinley's 
former pastor. The first 


hymn was very appropriate, begin- 
ning: "Watchman, tell us of the night, 
what its signs of promise are." 


Bishop Newman's sermon 
was on 


the text in the Gospel of St. Matthew, 
"For he came not to call the righteous 
hut sinners to repentance." It was 
rather a pointed sermon of the regen- 
eration of modern society, whose hope, 
the speaker declared, lay not in gov- 
ernment, education nor philanthropy, 
but in accepting the doctrine and phi- 
losophy of Christ. 


He warned statesme-n to "stand back 


and not be deluded by the belief that 
any 
form of government, autocratic, 


aristocratic, democratic or republican 
could suppress vice and foster virtue 
to the ultimate health and well being 
of the nation." 


When this warning was uttered 


there 
came an audible and devout 


"amen" from 
the 
corner near the 


chancel. 


The presidential party remained till 


the singing of the final hymn, at the 
last verse of which they arose and, 
preceded by two ushers, left the audi- 
torium and were driven back to the 
White House.
